AND VILLAGES NEAR 


More Than 7,000 Fleeing 
From Libog Crowded 
Into Legaspi. 


2 CHOLERA SUSPECTS

Lava Pouring Down From 
Peak of Mayon Wipes 
Out Vegetation. 


Legaspi, Province of Albay, Philippine 


Islands, July 1 (A.P.).—The coast town 
of Libog, with a population of 7,000, 
and several villages near @the eastern 
base of the volcano Mayon have been 
virtually destroyed by lava streaming 
down the volcano’s side, refugees reach- 
ing here today reported. The volcano 
has been in eruption since June 21, 
an. all the inhabitants of the devas- 
tated district were presumed to have 
left days ago. 

Thousands have fled from the dis- 
most of them coming here. 
Threat of cholera aggravated the evils 


jot the situation in the refugee camp 
‘ today, when two cases of illness, sus- 


pected to be that dread plague, were 
found. Health authorities, however, 


» Were watching conditions closely, and 


said a widespread epidemic was im- 
possible. 

The volcano continued in eruption, 
pouring lava down the eastern slope 
toward the ravaged towns. Vegetation 
was destroyed, even the trees having 
been killed. 

Is Awe-Inspiring Sight.” 

The peak itself, 
above sea level, fire-crowned at night 
and with ribbons of red lava streaming 
down toward the sea, presents an awe- 
inspiring spectacle. Gas emitted from 
the interior ignites on mixing with the 
air in the furnace-like crater and ex- 
p %des, shooting flames into the sky. 
repeated explosions cause a 
trembling in the atmosphere’ which 
can be felt for miles. 

The phenomena has inspired the 
natives with a fear approaching panic. 


" Crowds fill the churches, imploring Di- 


vine protection, and religious proces- 
sions have been held in the streets here 
nightly. 

The eastern slope of the volcano has 
so far received the -vhole fiery deluge 
The lip of the crater on that side is 
lower than elsewhere and allows the 
lava to spill over thefore it reaches 
higher levels. The molten streams 
there can be seen from a distance, 
glowing red hot through the tropic 
darkness and retaining their brightness 
until they have run half way to the 
foot of the mountain. 


Fliers Photograph Crater. 


Lieuts. George W. Goddard and John 
D Corkille, Army aviators, flew over 
the crater yesterday .norning. They took 
photographs of the caldron, which they 
said was about 400 feet in diameter and 
was filled with a molten flood of lava. 

Although Officials have pointed out 
that the eruption is comparatively mild 
their assurances have failed: to calm 
the native population. 

The natives still remember with fear 
that some 200 persons were killed by 
lava flows in 1897, when Mayon “was 
angy” and on another rampage. 


The town of Libog, reported virtually 
destroyed by the lava flow from Mayon, 
is On the north shore of Albay Bay, in 
Albay Province, Island of Luzon. It en- 
joyed an extensive native craft trade in 
hemp to provincial ports of shipment, 
principally ‘y Legaspi to Manila.

FARMERS RECOVER BODY 


Elisinore, Mo., July 1 (A.P.).—After 
fiying the mail for eight months with 
a perfect record. Leslie H. Smith, 25- 
year-old pllot, missing since Thursday 
night, was found dead with his wrecked 
plane on a hillside nine miles north 
of here at noon today, apparently a 
victim of the elements he had defied.

Smith, caught in a se- 
vere electrical and wind storm, appar- 
ently had flown across the valley in a 
northwesterly direction, clipping the 
tops of trees for a number of yards 
before the plane crashed into a : 
oak. 

Here the wings and PERSO IRY of the 
plane clung, but the engine and land- 
ing gear crashed on for 50 more feet 
before stopping. 

Across the wing lay the ,dead pilot 
with the “stick” clutched in his left 
hand and his parachute strapped to 
his back, the release untouched. It 
was believed that the crash came un- 
expectedly to the pilot, who, authori- 
ties believe, had lost all sense of di- 
rection. 

At his side lay the package of pic- 
tures — news photographs from the 
Democratic convention—which he was 
bringing to St. Louis.

L. S. Harding and W.-P. Cassidy Taken From Water 
and Removed to Hospitals—Auto Jam on Highway 
Bridge Causes Crash of Fire Rescue Squad Truck. 


Lowell 8S. Harding, 34 years old, vice 
president and general manager of the 
Potomac Flying Service, and William 
P. Cassidy, 30 years old. a plane pilot, 
of 814 Connecticut avenue northwest, 
were badly injured shortly after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, when a flying boat 
which they were testing, crashed into 
the Potomac Rivgr. 

Rescued from the water beneath the 
middle of the Highway Bridge, where 
the plane crashed, the injured men 
were hurried to Emergency Hospital 
Mr. Harding, who resides at 2331 Ca- 
thedral avenue northwest, suffered a 
scalp laceration. Eight stitches were 
taken in the gash to his head. Cassidy 
suffered a severe laceration to the chin, 
which seven stitches were necessary to 
close. Cassidy’s left leg was severely 
injured. Both men suffered-shock and 
remained at the hospital last night. 

A few moments after 
crashed, the bridge was thronged with 
more than 500 persons, who peered 
over the railing at the wreckage.

The governor himself is not making 
any definite announcement of his plans 
until after his onference with the na- 
tional Democratic committee in New 
York on July 11, but the political 
“dope” had crystallized sufficiently to- 
da, so that a fairly accurate forecast 
of the nature and extent of the cam- 
paign could be made. 

The feeling of Smith supporters gen- 
erally is that the old idea of a political 
campaign as a long series of speeches 
in as many places as possible is a thing 
of the past, driven out chiefly by the 
advent of radio broadcasting.

He Gets Presidency; Controls 
Both Houses of Congress 
and Legislatures. 


MORONE’S. POWER IS CUT) 


Mexico City, July 1 (A.P.).—Gen. Al- 
varo Obregon was today elected Presi- 
dent of Mexico for a six-year term, be- 
ginning December 1, and during which 
he has indicated he intends to con- 
tinue substantially the policies of the 
present president, Gen. Plutarco Elias 
Calles. 
candidate for the presidency. 

The day passed quietly in Mexico 
City, where the most complete precau- 
tions were taken to maintain, order. 
Late today there had been received no 
reports from other points to indicate | 
that any trouble had arisen. 

At Gen. Obregon’s headquarters it 
was declared that there was no doubt 
that Obregon supporters would control 


the senate and chamber of deputies | 


and the state legislatures, el@ctions for 
which also were held today. 

The vote for the presidency will not 
be known for several days, and exact 
figures will not be announced until 
the regular session of Congress in Sep- 
tember. 

The expected return of an Obregon 
majority to congress and the state leg- 
islatures merely continues the situa- 
tion which existed prior to the elec- 
tions, which, for all practical purposes, 
were a mere formality. 

Obregon headquarters received word 
today that 25 State legislatures, suffi- 
cient to make the.measure effective, 
had ratified Gen. Obregon’s amend- 
ments to the constitution reducing the 
number of federal deputies from more 
than 300 to 150, providing for the ap- 
pointment by the president, rather 
than by election, the supreme court 
and other judges, and establishing fed- 
eral commissions instead of elected 
mayors and boards of aldermen as mu- 
nicipal governments in Mexico City 
and other towns in the federal dis- 
trict. The latter measure is expected 
to diminish greatly the power of Louis 
Morones, secretary of commerce, labor 
and industry, Obregon’s political en- 
emy. The labor party, directéd by 
Morones,. heretofore has. controlled 
these governments which will now pass 
into the hands of Gen. Obregon’s own 
political organization. 

Gen. Obregon received reports of to- 
day’s elections.at his home at Cajeme, 
state of Sonora. He is expected to 
come to Mexico City shortly to confer 
with his political supporters and then 
to travel over Mexico and possibly in 
the United States before taking office 
December 1. 

Observers here believe that the pres- 
ent era of good will between the United 


States and Mexico will be prolonged 
by Obregon’s accession.

Aside from the 
financial benefits which an old-fash- 
foned inauguration will bestow, it is 
pointed out, there is the other side of 
the question. Those who participate 
and those who view the parade and 
the inaugural ball carry back with 
them a memory that will last through 
their lives, a memory that can not be 
etored up by any other means. 

Then, too, it is only befitting that a 
mation the size and importance of the 
United States should inaugurate its 
Puler with all the pomp and circum- 
stance possible. In every other country 
the inauguration or coronation of a 
new ruler is the occasion for great cere- 
monials and impresisve ceremonies 

By all means must the old-fashioned 
inauguration be revived with ali of the 
giittering pageantry and color of former 
years, capped with the gorgeous. festive 
inaugural ball, these political leaders 
declare.

The trouble started when Aufenberg 
strolled into the court, which Is locat- 
ed between Four-and-a-half and Sixth 
and L and M streets, and placed Parker 
under arrest for disorderly conduct 
Parker resisted, and soon a score of 
colored persons surrounded the patrol- 
man. 

Sensing the patrolman’s§ danger, 
Embrey rushed into the court to aid 
Aufenberg Then the fight atarted 
Aufenberg crashed the butt of his re- 
volver over his prisoner's head, and in 
a few moments he was the target of 
fists and bric-a-brac from the protest- 
ing crowd. 

Embrey was kicked in the stomach 
Excited residents called the police, and 
a half dozen were dispatched to the 
scene. Before aid arrived, Aufenbach 
was minus his revolver and baton. The 
crowd was soon dispersed and the in- 
jured were taken to Emergency Hos- 
pital. After his treatment, Parker was 
removed to -Gallinger Hospital and 
placed under guard. A technical charge 
of investigation was lodged against him 
at the Fourth Precinct.

James A. Norris, 50 years old. a sales- 
man, shot himself twice in the breast 
yesterday morning with a .32-caliber 
pistol while in his room at 1202 Mon- 
roe street northwest He was.pronounced 
oo upon arrival at Freedman’s Hos- 
pital.

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THE KELLOGG TREATY. 
President Coolidge is reported to be | 
looking forward with confidence to the | 
acceptance of the Kellogg treaty by the 
foreign governments to which it has 
been submitted, in time for the trans- 
mission of the treaty to the Senate next 
December. In view of the fact that both 
party platforms favor the end in view, 
it may be assumed that the next admin- 
istration, whether it be Democratic or 
Republican, will support the treaty in 
case the Senate has not acted before 
March 4. | 
American sentiment without regard | 
to party strongly supports the Kellogg 
treaty; but this support might be lack- 
ing if the treaty should be changed, or | 
if foreign governments should persist in. | 
an effort to inject into it a meaning that | 
is contrary to the American interpreta- 
tion. 

In certain foreign quarters the Amer- 
ican idea of the implications of the treaty 
is either misunderstood or deliberately 
distorted. No American has ever sug- 
gested that the treaty would obligate the 
United States to cooperate with other 
governments in opposing a nation that 
had violated the pact. But this inter- 
pretation of America’s obligation is al- 
‘ready made in Europe, particularly by 
the political manipulators at Geneva, 
‘who never cease their efforts to entangle 
the United States in world politics. It 
is absurd to suppose that the United 
States would obligate itself to join other 
mations in putting down a war between 
foreign powers. This country refused to 
join the League of Nations because of | 
that obligation in the covenant. | 
If foreign nations shall feel more se- 
«ure by adhering to the Kellogg treaty 
it will be because they have mutually 
‘pledged themselves to refrain from war, 
and not because they have obtained any 
assurance that the United States will 
ttake sides with them in case of war. If 
two or more nations should engage in 
‘war in spite of the treaty, the United 
‘States will remain neutral unless the 
‘belligerents force it to fight in: self-de- 
‘fense. Neutrality is the natural posi- 
tion of the United States, while Europe’s 
system of treaties makes it impossible 
‘for any of the great powers to remain 
‘neutral in case any one of them becomes 
‘involved in war. This advantageous po- 
‘sition of the United States will not be 
‘surrendered, even for the sake of con- 
‘summating the Kellogg treaty. 

* American neutrality during a foreign 
war keeps the United States at peace 
‘and insures uninterrupted commerce, 
‘upon which the livelihood of Americans 
dargely depends. Means should be pro- 
wided for making neutrality a certainty. 
“The only effective means is naval power. 
‘Therefore the United States should build 
‘up and maintain its Navy, whether the 
‘Kellogg treaty be ratified or not. War 
‘can come to the United States without 
any declaration of war against this coun- 
try, and in the face of protestations that 
‘the Kellogg treaty is not violated.  Ger- 
many not only did not declare war 
‘against the United States, but even pro- 
fessed friendly intent while it trampled 
upon American rights and insisted that 
it was not making war. 

The Kellogg treaty pledges the signa- 
tories to renounce war as a means to an 
end, and to settle all disputes peaceably. 
It does not commit the United States to 
the defense of any nation as against an- 
other that violates the treaty. It pro- 
motes peace by ruling out the use of war 
‘as a means ef attaining national aims. 
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treaty will make war impossible and 
armaments a superfluity are ignoring 
the sternest warnings of experience. 


FLOCKING ‘BY HIMSELF. 


Senator Norris finds himself in a more dis- 
tressing position every day. His lack of 
harmony with the Republican party, of which 


he is alleged to be a part, he has made manifest 
on meny occasions, most recently in his attack 
on the Republican platform. . Now he can find 
little if anything good in the Democratic plat- 
form. Worst of all, he finds no party to which 
to turn. He says, in fact, in his most recent 
statement, that under the present system of 
“machine politics” the formation of a third 
party is “for practical purposes an impossi- 
bility.”’ 

“In order to organize a third party,” says 
Senator Norris, “or run as ad independent can- 
didate for President it would be necessary 
under our antiquated electoral college method 
of election, to organize in practically every 
congressional district in the United States for 
the purpose of electing presidential electors 
and placing them in nomination. And even if 
this great obstacle were overcome and such 
organization formed, the voter would find, 
on election day, that the name of his candidate 
would not be on the official ballot, and in his 
booth he would be lost in a maze of names 
On a ticket longer than any voter has time 
to examine.”’ 

Senator Norris offers his sovereign remedy 
for this situation. He would, as in the case 
of the “lame duck” Congress, amend the Con- 
stitution. Eventually the senator from Ne- 
braska may finish his self-imposed task of 
entirely the document with which 
he so thoroughly disagrees. It has an un- 
fortunate habit of conflicting with the major 
planks of his personal] platform. He may 
even be able to 80 amend and revise it that he 
will no longer feel obliged to sail under false 
colors. Let him provide for a Norris party, 
to consist solely of himself as national com- 
mittee, national convention, nominee for Presi- 
dent and Vice President, and platform. Then 
he may be happy, and in any event he will 
promote the happiness of others, who would 
like nothing better than to he rid 
company.

If synthetic harmony comes to supersede 
the services of musicians, the public will 
be the loser. The gain, if any. will be 
that of the theatrical enterpriser who will 
be offering cheaper and inferior music for 
‘the old price of admission. This would 
be especially unfortunate in view of the 
fact that the motion picture theater has 
been a great factor in promoting appre- 
clation of fine orchestral music. 


With this statement there will be general 
agreement. Unquestionably the motion pic- 
ture theater has been an important factor in 
building up an American appreciation of 
music. Equally irrefutable is the assertion 
that an art can not be mechanized. The 
various sound reproducing devices that are 
being experimented with by motion picture 
producers, however, do not 
mechanization of music. Admittedly far from 
perfect thus far, it is hoped that ultimately 
they will be able to capture the mood and the 
most delicate interpretations of the musician 
and reproduce them with fidelity and accu- 
racy. How much better is the recreated music 


of a real musician than the original music of | 


the amateur? How much better it will be 
from the standpoint of promoting apprecia- 
tion of music if the backwoods audience can 
be entertained by the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra than if it must listen to the tin-pan 
poundings of the blacksmith’s daughter as 
she strives to interpret the story flickering on 
the silver screen! . 

The federation makes the usual cry that 
has followed the introduction of every new 
mechanical device. It does not realize that 
the various synchronizing devices must prove 
their merit, and that once this has been ac- 
complished no defense fund, no matter how 
large, can prevent their adoption. It sees 
only that the jobs of some of its membership 
may be dispensed with. It does not realize 
that in any event the readjustment will be but 
temporary. There always will be jobs for 
musicians, just as there always have been 
jobs for cotton spinners even since automatic 
cotton spinning machinery was universally 
adopted. Once the various sound synchroniz- 
ing devices have been perfected they will bring 
commensurately as great prosperity to musi- 
cians as the invention of other devices have 
brought to other callings. 


IGNORANCE NOT SO BAD. 


The day may come, according to Dr. William 
Bowie, chief of the division of geodesy, when it 
will be possible to plot and forecast earth- 
quakes with much the same degree of accuracy 
with which weather conditions are now pre 
dicted. Dr. Bowie already has reached the 
conclusion that there are many more earth- 
quakes than the world realizes. Wight thou- 
sand such disturbances are registered eacb year 
by the seismological stations throughout the 
world. Dr. Bowie thinks it would require only 
a few more stations to record 40,000 earth- 
quakes annually, and eventually to determine 
the geographical field of earthquake activities 
more precisely than is now possible. 

With vo desire to question the academic in- 
terest with which Dr. Bowie and some of his 
fellow scientists regard earthquakes and their 


habits, the thought occurs tbat it may do the 
world’s composure but little good to keep such.

What good 
would it do to know that an earthquake is 
about to visit a city? Unless Dr. Bowie looks 
forward to the day when he can give notice of

SAVING 


EYESIGHT, 
During the 20 years since it was founded 


as a New York State committee composed of a 
few public-spirited men and women, the Na- 


has grown to an organization of many thousand 
members, which carries on its great work in 
every State of the Union, Canada and Great 
Britain. From October, 1926, to Deceinber, 
1927, its staff members traveled more than 
80,000 miles carrying the light of sight saving. 
When the society was founded there was not a 
great deal of interest in sight conservation. 
The blind were blind. That was all there was 
to it. The public had not come to realize that 
blindness in many cases could have been pre- 
vented had proper attention been given specific 
cases in their inception. 

The Nationa! Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness started in a small way. ‘Today it 
carries on its work alongefour fronts—with 
infants at birth, through preschool eye testing. 
through special sight-saving schoo! classes. and 
by combating occupation eye hazards, ‘The 
greatest single achievement has been in dealing 
with ophthalmia neonatorum, commonly known 
as ‘“‘babies’ sore eyes.” As the result of adop- 
tion of laws requiring doctors, nurses and 
others in attendance to put prophylactic drops 
in the eyes of babies at birth, aided by the con- 
stant educational activities of the society, the 
frequency of ophthalmia neonatorum as a cause 
of blindness among those admitted to schools 
for the blind has diminished each year until it 
is now 64 per cent less than it was in 1908. 

Special sight-saving sehool classes, first ad- 
vocated by the society in 1911, have been estab- 
lished in 80 cities in 18 States.. There are 
now 292 such classes in which through large 
type books, movable Wwesks and ideal lighting, 
childrep with poor vision are given the same 


and are taught how to conserve their sight. 
Preschool! eye testing, says the society, only 
recently brought to the point where chil:iren’s 
eyes may be examined with a fair degree of ac- 
curacy before they are able to read, is spread- 
ing throughout the United States. 

Great as has been the accomplishment of the 
society, its work is far from finished. Qphbthal- 
mia neonatorum still remains to be completely 
eradicated; more than 4,700 sight-saving 
classes are still needed; preschool eye testing 
has only begun: trachoma remains for the most 
part a baffling disease and eye hazards in in- 
dustry still are a principal cause of blindness. 
The Nation is fortunate that there is such an 
organization as tHe National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness to lead the movement 
for the conservation of vision.. Through its 
efforts the sight of thousands has been pre- 
served,

ONTIINUING the subject of the 
+ preempting bids, we next come to 
the most important one of the 
‘entire lot, and yet one which is neg- 
lected more than any other type of pre- 
emption. I refer to the jump of an 
initial No Trump after a pass by Second 
Hand. A 

Many Bridge players unhesitatingly 
Make high preempting suit-bids as 
Dealer (some justified and some not), 
they also are apt to start by bidding 
two No Trumps (generally a foolish 
bid): but, no matter what assistance 
they may have for the No Trump, never 
think of turning partner’s initial one 
No Trump into a preemptive bid by 
jumping it to two after the intervening 
opponent has passed. 

The success of a No Trump frequently 
depends upon which suit the adversary 
who has the lead decides to open. If he 
could see his partner’s cards, he fre- 
quently would make a game-saving 
opening which, however, would be a 
most unsound lead from the point of 
view of the leader’s cards alone. But 
when Fourth Hand bids two of a sult 
after Dealer has bid one No Trump, and 
Second and Third Hand have passed, 
end Dealer or his partner goes on to 


two No Trumps, the lead becomes 


marked because, against a No Trump, It 
is generally better to open a suit-bid 
by the partner, than to open the long® 
suit of the leader. 

With an initial No Trump passed up 
to him, Fourth Hand with some 
strength is apt to risk a lead-directing 
bid; but when the bidding is Dealer one 
No Trump, Second Hand pass, Third 
Hand two No Trumps, Fourth Hand ‘s 
not apt to bid three when he finds him- 
self sandwiched between two powerful 
adverse hands. Therefore, the jump of 
the partner’s initial No Trump from 
one to two generally results in obtain- 
ing the contract at that figure. 


There is some danger in the jump 
because Second Hand may have passed 
with a solid suit and his lead may de- 
feat two No Trumps where one No 
Trump easily could have been made; 
but this danger merely involves a 
loss of points, not of games, and the 
jump bid frequently produces games 
by depriving the leader of the infor- 
mation that his partner's lead-directing 
bid otherwise would have furnished. 

Next Monday I shall give examples of 
hands with which the preempting bid 
of two No Trumps should be made over 
partner’s initial one No Trump.

could not be speeded up, or the speed 
could not be maintained for 45 min- 
utes. 


Increased metabolism its good for 
what ails most of us. It means in- 
creased appetite, better digestion, more 
pep. But it can be overdriven. When 
lj can not keep up with losses, as is 
shown by blueness and rigor, or by a 
drop in the temperature of the body, 
as shown by a thermometer, the cool- 
ing has been somewhat overdone. 

When there is a fall in skin tempera- 
ture too much below the normal, the 
temperature of the interior of the nose, 
the ears and alr passages likewise falls. 
This promotes the taking of cold, and 
infections of the ears, the sinuses and 
the air passages. 

“SCALDED” MOUTH. 

Mrs. J. H. S. writes: For several sum- 
mers I was troubled with a scalded 
condition of the mcuth, very-similar, if 
not the same, that Mrs. A. B. C. asks 
about.

HILE we may be committed to 
W the idea of double promotion, 

do we always realize that pro- 
moting a pupil to a class fitting his 
mental age may put him in with a 
group which in other ways is a mis- 
fit?

But when it comes to be- 
ing recognized by boys of my own class, 
Iam not there. 

“As for girls, they won't have any- 
thing to do with me—that is, the girls 
around 17, and I certainly don’t want to 
play with kids of 14. The students of 
my class look upon me as a child. Even 
my mother doesn’t think I ought to 
shave. 

"What's the use of my trying to go to 
college and amount to anything in ex- 
tra curricula activities when I can’t 
seem to get into anything in this school 
where 1 can obtain recognition of my 
abllity? I thought some of this was 
due to my religion; in fact, I would 
chuck over my religion, but a sober 
thought came and I believe one religion 
is as good as another, so why shouldn't 
I stick up for my own?

N every hive of honey bees (except 
| in case of accident) there is a bee 

which we call “the queen.” She is 
the mother, and her children are 
usually counted by the thousands. 
The queen bee does not help build 
the combs. She does not feed the 
young and does not even get food for 
herself. Ten or fifteen workers are 
always near her. They give her food 
and do whatever is needed for her well 
being. 


A Queen Bee. 


The queen its larger than any of the 
other bees, but that is not why she is 
treated with such honor. The workers 
care for her because they know that 
she alone can lay eggs which will hatch 
into other workers and queens. The 
worker bees can some times lay eggs 
which hatch into drones, but there 
are usually more drones than enough. 
The cells being ready for her, the 
queen lays one egg in each. In a sin- 
gle day she may lay eggs in more than 
3,000 cells. The cells are of different 
sizes, the smallest for eggs which will 
hatch into workers and the largest for 
future qeens. The cells which we call 
“middle sized” are for the drones. 

The queen remains busy at her sin-

gle task of laying eggs day after day, 
week after week. When it nears the 
tume for the young queens to come 
from their cocoon the old queen be- 
comes nervous. She buzzes about and 
edges near the queen cells. The work- 
ers know that there ts danger. The 
old queen wants to sting her own 
daughters to death, lest they become 
her rivals and take control of the hive. 
To prevent such an action, the workers 
crowd about the queen cells and keep 
her away. They do her no injury but 
they protect the young. 

Now the hive becomes the home of 
great numbers of new ones. Workers, 
drones and a few queens have been 
brought into thé world. 

There is not room enough for all. 
The old queen knows that her life 
is in danger, but instinct tells her how 
she may save herself. Out of the hive 
she flies, buzzing and humming, as if 
to say: 

“Come! All who wish to follow me! 
Come! I wilf lead you to a place 
where there is plenty of room!” 

The other bees knew that she would 
try this trick and many of them are 
ready to go forth with her as the 
leader. Some may even have made 
false starts and swarmed a little dis- 
tance outside; but no swarm will stay 
anywhere without a queen. 

Of the several young queens which 
are hatched only one can remain at 
the old hive. The others must either 
lead forth swarms or be stung to

Stiff Money Rates Help Check 
Buying; Few Groups 
Fairly Strong. 


FOREIGN LIST IRREGULAR 


New York, July 1 (A.P.).—The bond 
market has passed through another 
week with prices around the lowest 
levels of the year and traders showing 
not the slightest disposition to “pur- 
chase on the decline.” 

Throughout all last week the market 
was dull. On one or two days around 
mid-week some activity was shown and 


prices moved to higher levels, but re- 
actions invariably set in. Maintenance 
of high money rates, uncertainty over 
the credit situation, continued gold ex- 
ports, possibility of obtaining greater 
yields in the money market—all these 
factors are blamed for the lethargic 
market. and all undoubtedly had an 
influence Reduction of brokers’ loans 
and importation of gold from Canada 
caused some optimism, but the influ- 
ence of neither was sufficiently strong 
to make any great change in the situa- 
tion. 

However, a new month has come and 
market observers have been expecting 


‘}an easing of the money rates after the 


mid-year distribution of dividend and 
interest payments. Call money rose 
to 8 per cent and time money nearly 
to 6 per cent last week, but it is be- 
lieved that with the mid-year demand 
for funds passed, these rates will be re- 
duced. There is still, however, the 
Fourth of July demand for spending 
money to be satisfied, so that the easing 
in rates may not be fully apparent until 
the end of this week. 

Public utilities and second-grade 
rails were the stronger features on the 
market during the past week. Indus- 
trials were rather neglected, although 
there were occasional gains upon favor- 
able trade developments.

MELLON ANNOUNCES 


National Debt Cut $900,000,- 
000 and Taxes $220,000,- 
000, Secretary Says. 


PAYMENTS ON INCOMES 
WERE $2,174,000,000 


Collections Exceed Estimates 
by Only $9,000,000, Head 
of Treasury Notes. 


(Associated Press.) 


Announcing a surplus of $398,000,000, 
@ public debt reduction of over $900,- 
000,000 and a tax cut of over $220,000,- 
000, Secretary Mellon yesterday declared 
that the fiscal year which closed Sate 
urday at midnight “has witnessed & 
further improvement in the financial 
position of the Government.” 

Total ordinary receipts for the year, 
as contained in the annual statement 
of the Treasury Department. were 
$4,042,000,000, and the cost of operate 
ing the Government chargeable against 
such receipts was $3,644,000,000. For the 
previous year the figures were $4,129,- 
394,441 and $3,493,584,519. 

The surplus was $7,000,000 short of 
the department’s earlier estimate. Of

Mrs. C. C. Brandau Spent 
Most of Her Latter Life as 
Resident of Capital. 


Mrs. Charlotte Caribbean Brandau, 
born at sea 80 years ugo last Christmas 
died yesterday at’ the residence of her 
daughter, Mrs. Neill Hughes, 4529 Fes- 
senden street northwest. 

In the latter part of the year 1847 
Mrs. Brandau’s parents, who were 
Danes, left Denmark on the Charlotte 
for California, where the gold rush was 
in progress. The ship had not been at 
sea Many days when a storm arose, 
blowing the little craft off its course 
When the storm subsided, weeks later 
the passengers found themselves in the 
Caribbean Sea. On Christmas Day a 
daughter was born to the Danish cou- 
ple. They named her Charlotte after 
the ship, and Caribbean for the sea on 
which she was born. 

For the past twenty years Mrs. Bran- 
dau has lived in Washington. She was 
the widow of Dr. Gustavus Brandau, a 
graduate of Heidleberg She is sur- 
vived by her daughter, Mrs. Hughes:

The total of tax re- 
|celpts, including customs, income tax 
and miscellaneous internal revenue 
levies, was $3,364,000,000 or $111,000,000 
less than receipts from these sources 
in 1927. 

Income tax payments aggregated $2,- 
174,000,000 as compared with $2,225,- 
000,000 in 1927. The Treasury, before 
| its collection, had estimated the tax 
at $2,165,000,000 for this year. “In 
view of the amount of discussion that 
has taken place as to the accuracy of 
the Treasury’s estimate of income 
taxes,” Secretary Mellon said, “it is 
worthy of note that with collections 
aggregating over #%2,000,000,000 they 
exceeded estimates by the narrow mar- 
gin of $9,000.000 or an error of 42 of 
l per cent.” 

Customs collections yielded 8569,- 
000,000, described as “‘normal” receipts, 
compared with #605,000,000 last year, 
a record figure. Internal revenue re- 
ceipts were $621,000,000, compared with 
$645,000,000 in 1927, its decrease being 
ascribed mainly to a sharp diminution 
in estate tax receipts and the repeal 
| Of the automobile sales tax under the 
| revenue act passed at the recent ses- 
sion of Congress 

The receipts from sources other than 
taxation totaled $678,000,000, compared 
with $654,000,000 last year. The prin- 
cipal item of increase in this class was 
$24,000,000 resulting from liquidation 
of obligations of railroads to the Gov- 
ernment. The chief decrease in taxa- 
tion was $51,000,000 in income tax re- 
ceipts due to ar anticipated falling 
off in back tax collections. 

At the close of the fiscal year the 
public debt amounted to $17,604,000 - 
000, as compared with $18,511,000,000 
at the end of the last fiscal year. a 
decrease of $907,000,000. Of this, the 
Treasury attributed $540,000,000 to the 
sinking fund and other debt requlre- 
ments chargeable against ordinary re- 
ceipts and $367,000,000 to debt retire- 
ment from the surplus of receipts over 
expenditures. 

By transfer into securities bearing a 
low rate of interest, the annual inter- 
est rate on the interest-bearing debt 
was reduced to 3.87 per cent, compared 
with 3.96 per cent at the close of the 
last fiscal year. Total interest pay- 
ments were $732,000,000, as compared 
with $787,000,000 in the fiscal year 1927. 

During the course of the eighteen 
months ending September 15, 1928, the 
Treasury estimated that over $5,000,- 
000;000 of second and third Liberty 
loan bonds would be retired or refunded 
into securities bearing a lower rate of 
interest.
